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Continuation of Note 1 1 : The proposed amendment does not seem to change the scope of the claims as compare to previously 
presented claims. For instance, claim 1 recites, "...space variations occurring between 1) the first plate and a second plate A, and 2) the 
first plate and a second plate B". This proposed amendment is claiming the same concept as previously presented in claim 1 , wherein 
recites, "...space variations occurring between the first plate and each of the second plates". Accordingly, Yagi et al. would still include all 
the limitations that are recited in claim 1 . In view of the remark filed by Applicant on 9/27/05, Examiner has noticed that Applicant's 
interpretation of the claim limitation is "...spacing between the first plate and the second plate A is different from spacing between the first 
plate and second plate B B (see page 9 of remark filed on 9/27/05). Nevertheless, the proposed amendment does not indicate the spacing 
between the first plate and the second plate A is different from spacing between the first plate and the second plate B. As from the claim 
language, the spacing variation between the first plate and second plate A can very well be the same as the spacing variation between the 
first plate and second plate B. In addition, none of the figures submitted illustrate a support for "spacing between the first plate and the 
second plate A is different from spacing between the first plate and second plate B. Hence, the request for reconsideration has not place 
the application in condition for allowance. 
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
